was a very close fight for Congressman 
Robinson, nnd It Is a significant fact that 
the man who came near beating him for 
the chairmanship was a silver man Con- 
gressman Tavvney of Minnesota. On the 
tirst ballot, thc vote was a tie, and on 
the second the Keystone statesman won 
b> three votes, the ballot being 17 to 14. 


A motion which wu-s finally adopted to 


appoint a suh-commlttce of nine, who 
should formulate a platform to be sub- 
mitted to the {ull committee, w»« pre- 
sented and delated at length."

at all times, equal.' 


"And

itlr cleelaratlon to the next national Rc- 
mbllr.in convention which alone has the 
iwvver to bind the party to make a plat- 
'orm and declare' principle"." 
This resolution was detvlared out of or- 
Icr because the motion to appoint 
ummlttec of nine was already before the 
.•omniltt.ee. It was therefore i.ot acted 
pon 
In presenting the resolution, Sen- 
nor Thurston. said: 
"We cannot be too civreftil what we do 
n this convention. We must' nit 
n the role .of dictators to the national 
rciiventlon, nor. on the other hand, must 
we let It be said of us that we were afraid 
o assert ourselves before the country. 
Yet. 
on the whole. I do not think 
It 


vould be well for us at this time to com- 
ilt ourselves to any policy, which would
